Superior, Wis., July 24.—(#)—The 
year-old struggle in Nicaragua be- 
tween American forces and armed 
guerilla bands, which took about a 
score of United States marines’ lives, 
has been reported to President Cool- 
idge as virtually ended. 

Rear Admiral David F. Sellers, 
commander of the special service 
squadron, in a report presented to the 
chief executive yesterday by Secretary 
Wilbur, of the navy department, said 
that it was almost certain that Au- 
gusto Sandino,.. Nicaraguan guerrilla 
leader, had given up the fight, aban- 
doning the country and leaving his fol- 
lowers to surrender their arms and 
disperse, 

Sandino Blocked Peace. 

Sandino and his band, operating in 
the hills in the northwestern corner of 
Nicaragua, had constituted the ob- 


stacle to complete pacification of the 
country ever since Henry L. Stimson, 
acting as Mr. Coolidge’s personal rep- 
resentative, managed last year to in- 
duce two warring political factions in 
Nicaragua to abandon civil war in re- 
turn for a guarantee of a fair and 
American-supervised election this fall. 

Admiral Sellers’ report added that 
practically all insurgent armed bands 
had surrendered, leaving the country 
free from any active or armed oppo- 
sition to American efforts to stabilize 
Nicaragua before actually holding the 
election next November. 

Admiral Sellers also reported that 
American policies in Nicaragua were 
generally working out satisfactory, 
promising peaceful and honest ballot- 
ing. 

Sandino Believed in Honduras. 

Sandino is thought to have gone 
into Honduras, close to whose frontier 
he had maintained strongholds and 
across which he is said to have de- 
rived most of his supplies while en- 
gaged in skirmishing with American 
marines and native constabulary. The 
disruption of his forces was attrib- 
uted in large measure to assurancés 
which had been given and widely pub- 
lished in Nicaragua that members of 
any illegal armed bodies who spon- 
taneously surrendered their arms 
would be given amnesty. : 

Insurgents caught with arms_ in 
their hands were warned that the full 
penalty of the law against rebels and 
outlaws would be inflicted upon them. 
With the coming of the rainy season 
and on decount of the tightening of 
the blockage against them, Sandino’s 
followers gradually abandoned him. 

With the disappearance of Sandino 
from the Nicaraguan stage, Mr. Cool- 
idge foresees the orderly fulfillment 
of Mr. Stimson’s pledge to both lib- 
eral and conservative parties in Nic- 
aragua that the country be given a 
government popularly elected and con- 
stitutionally organized.

VALDOSTAN SLAIN, 
BURNED IN AUTO 


-ONEGROES JAILED 


Body of E. E. Quinker 
Found in Partly Burned 
Car Near Madison, Fla.; 


' Pair Held Deny Guilt. 


Valdosta, Ga., July 24.—(Special.) 
A charred skull and a pile of ashes, 
found this morning in a partially- 
burned automobile on the Dannette- 
Greenville highway, below Madison, 
Fla., bore grisly testimony to the 
murder, robbery and cremation of E. 
FE. Quinker, owner of an iron foundry 
and machine shop in Valdosta and a 
widely-known business man of this 
city. 

Two negro men, Tom Murphey and 
Bill Reed, are being held at Madison 
in connection with the crime, but 
both stoutly maintain their innocence. 

A guard at a convict camp near 
the scene of the killing stated that he 
heard two pistol shots and an outcry 
about 5 o'clock this morning but that 
he did not leaye the camp to investi- 
gate. 

Later, the charred body of Mr. 
Quinker was found wedged under the 
steering wheel of his burned car, 
which had been stopped at the end of 
a bridge over a small creek. The 
corpse was burned beyond recognition 
and it was some time before identifi- 
cation could be effected, a key ring 
bearing Mr. Quinker’s name supplying 
the first clue. 

The automobile’s gas line had been 
disconnected, investigation revealed, 
and the fuel withdrawn into a cup 
and poured over the body and the car, 
a small coupe. A bullet hole in the 
skull, between the eyes, and a con-

FORGE FROM CHINA 


Total of 2,615 Officers 
and Men Will Stay Until 
Treaty With Nationalist 
Regime Is Reached.

Washington, July 24.—(United 
New.)—The United States will with- 
draw part of its marines from China 
preparatory to discussion of new and 
more equitable treaties with the new 
nationalist regime. 

Acting Secretary of Navy Theodore 
Robinson announced today he had ap- 
proved the immediate withdrawal of 
1,350 officers and men of the marine 
crops and 13 airplanes from the Tient- 
sin area. This will leave 2,615 offi- 
cers and men in China. The returning 
marines will be brought back to San 
Diego aboard the transport Hender- 
son. The exact sailing date will be 
determined by Admiral Bristol, com- 
mander in chief of the Asiatic fleet. 
Admiral Bristol recommended the 
withdrawal which was concurred in 
by the state department. 

These forces were sent to China 
more than a year ago during anti- 
foreign outbreaks in Nanking and 
other Chinese centers. Conditions have 
become sufficiently stabilized to war-

DRY LAW CALLED 
CAUSE OF GRIME 


Smaller Towns Not as 
Much Affected as Big 
Cities, Reports Over 
United States Show. 


Seattle, July 24.—(#)—The influ- 
ence of prohibition upon crime in the 
United States was the subject of a 
report delivered to the section of crim- 
inal law and criminology of the Amer- 
ican Bar association tonight by Ar- 
thur V. Lashly, of St. Louis, Mo. The 
report was read by his brother, Jacob 
M. Lashly,-president of the St. Louis 
bar association, as the author of the 
report did not attend.the convention. 

The report, which embraces a sym- 
posium of opinions taken from offi- 
cials, publishers and law enforcement 
agents in most of the large cities of 
America, found: 

“That crimes committed by profes- 
sioned criminals constitute the large 
majority of major crimes of the urban 
communities of the country. 

Forces of Crime. 

“That in a large majority of cities 
of 100,000 inhabitants and over, the 
forces of organized crime have not 
been materially strengthened or af- 
fected by the prohibition amendment, 
although in practically every one of 
these communities the sentiment of 
the people is for the most part opposed 
to the enforcement of those laws and 
there is more or less indiscriminate 
trafficking in intoxicating liquors in 
violation of the law. 

“That in many, although not in a 
majority of the larger cities, organi- 
zations of criminals are mainly fi- 
nanced by the profits of bootlegging; 
that the gunmen, thugs and bombers 
used by these organizations to prevent 
attack by hi-jackers and to suppress 
competition are often used for pur- 


poses of extortion and to influence 
elections by terrorism and that many

Michigan City, Ind., July 24.—(/) 
Challenging Attorney General Arthur 
L. Gilliom’s right #o question him, 
D. C. Stephenson, former klan dragon, 
today declined an invitation to tell 
his version of the death of Miss Madge 
Oberholtzer, for whose murder he is 
now serving a life sentence; gave 
prison officials a clean slate regard- 
ing his treatment and said he placed 
little faith in the “alleged appeal’ 
for a new trial pending before the 
Indiana supreme court. 

Attorney General Gilliom sought 
the information in a deposition in con- 
nection with a mandamus suit brought 
in Stephenson’s behalf in the Laporte 


circuit court, in which an order on 
prison officials is asked to permit 


him conferences with his attorneys. 


The prisoner's attorneys ask that the 
suit be dismissed, declaring that they 
have already won their point and that 
satisfactory meetings would be grant- 
ed in the future. 

Gilliom objected, however, and ob- 
tained a continuance until Thursday. 
The effort to take the deposition was 
made as a part of that suit, 

Stephenson said he believed his 
only chance to get a new trial from 


his conviction at Noblesville in No- 
vember, 1925, rested in a petition for 
a writ of coram nobis—granted only 
where a convicted person shows he 
was denied the chance of giving his 
real defense at a trial through fear 
of violence or death if he attempted 
to do so. Stephenson contended that 
it was because he feared for his life

Steal Gems 


New York, July 24.—()—Jewels 
valued at almost half a million dol- 
lars were seized by the sheriff from 
a Fifth avenue jeweler today on the 
ground that he had obtained them, 
apparently in perfectly good faith, 
from a housekeeper who, authorities 
said, had run wild on her employer's 
credit. 

Mrs. Maria J. Leslie, it was said 
at the sheriff's office after the seiz- 
ure, was for a long time housekeeper 
to Mr. and Mrs. John Emerson, of 
Baltimore, wealthy society family 
whose name is familiar to the public 
as manufacturers of Bromo Seltzer, 
and had authority to make purchases 
for them. This spring the Emersons 
went to Europe and Mrs. Leslie, of- 
ficials said, started in to buy $1,000,- 
000 worth of jewels. 

She obtained from Wanamaker 
stores here and in Philadelphia jew- 
els priced at $460,000 on the strength 
of her former Emerson authorization 


and disposed of them to Harry Win- 
ston, a Fifth avenue jeweler, on the 
story, Winston said, that she was sell- 
ing the jewels for Mrs. Emerson, who 
had certain obligations she must meet 
at once. Winston said he faid $101,- 


000 for the jewels, which was consid- 
ered almost their full retail value. 
The Wanamaker stores, becoming 
suspicious, cabled the Emersons in 
Europe and were informed that Mrs. 
Leslie no longer had any right to 
make purchases for them. An inves- 
tigation was then made by Noel G. 
Scaffa, private detective for the com- 
pany insuring the jewels, and a ruse 
was evolved for recovery of the gems. 
Wanamaker representatives called 


on attorneys for Winston and offered 
checks totalling $113,000, represent- 
ing what the jeweler had paid and a 
profit, for return of the jewels. An 
exchange of jewels and check was 
agreed upon and Winston produced 
the gems in his store. Then a deputy 
sheriff produced a writ of replevin 
and seized the jewels, the Wana- 
maker representatives retaining the 
checks, 

It was announced that no action 
had been taken against Mrs. Leslie, 
who was said to be in a Connecticut 
sanitarium. The jewels, consisting 
of diamond and emerald rings and 
pearl rope necklaces, will be held 
three days at the gheriff’s office, after 
which they will be returned to Wana- 
maker's unless Winston posts $1,- 
000,000 bond. If he should do this 
the gems will be returned to him 
pending outcome of the suit.

Purchase of practically the entire 
stock in the Continental Trust com- 
pany, of Macon, by a group of At- 
lanta financiers headed by Robert ¥ 
Maddox, chairman of the board,, and 
Thomas K. Glenn, president of the 
Athnta and Lowry National bank 
and the Trust Company of Georgia, 
was consummated Tuesday. Con- 
firmation of the transaction was ob- 
tained from Mr. Glenn upon his re- 
turn to the city Tuesday night from 
Macon where the deal was closed 

While the group of local capital- 
ists, who are said to be closely con- 
nected with the interests of the At- 
lanta bank but acted in this purchase 
as a separate corporation, acquired 
about 95 per cent ownership in the 
Macon banking concern, ‘only one 
change will be made in the organi- 
zation, it was stated. 

Marion Liles, who has been in 
charge of the Macon branch bond de- 
partment of the Trust Company of 
Georgia since 1920 will become a 
vice president of the Continental, and 
will transfer the investment business 
to the Continental offices. The Con- 
tinental has been without a bend de- 
partment. 

H. A. McCord will continue as 
president of the Continental Trust 
company, the capital stock of which 
is to be increased immediately to 
$500,000, making the Macon institu- 
tion, with its new Atlanta  affiliaé 
tions, one of the biggest banking bus- 
inesses in the southeast. 

The conference in Macon was com- 
pleted at 5:30 o'clock, with gratifi- 
cation expressed by the principals in 
the union of business facilities, Mr. 
Glenn and Mr. Maddox, with other 
associates from here, motored to 
Macon Tuesday. to wind up the ne- 
gotiations, which had been started 
some days ago. 

According to the Iast published 
statement of the Continental Trust 
company, deposits of $1,647,047.92 
were shown on June 30 of this year, 
as compared with $394,290.16 on de- 
posit on January 1, 1927. The pres- 
ent capitalization is $160,000, with 
surplus of $50,000 and undivided prof-

S FOUND GUILTY 


Recommendation for 


Mercy Will Mean Life 
Term for Waller, Guilty 


in Bank Slaying. 


Brunswick, Ga., July 24—(?)— 
Ernest G. Waller, Jacksonville, Fla., 
charged with the murder of C. A. 
Perry, cashier of the Kingsland bank 
during a robbery, was found guilty 
with a recommendation for mercy by 
a jury in superior court here tonight. 

The verdict automatically carried 
a penalty of life imprisonment in the 
state penitentiary. Homer Simpson 
and Malcolm M. Morrow have been 
sentenced to die for the same charges, 
their trials having been held while 
Waller was a fugitive from justice. 

Arrested in Baltimore. 

Waller recently was arrested in 
Baltimore. He readily admitted his 
identity but said he merely acted as 
driver of one of the automobiles used 
by the slayers. On the stand today he 
reiterated the assertion, declaring he 
knew nothing of a plot to rob the 
bank until he saw Morrow shoot the 
cashier. 

Morrow confessed the actual shoot- 
ing. 

Perry was lured from the bank on 
the pretext that his slayers wished to 
look over some lands which were for 
sale. After taking the cashier into 
the country, the robbers demanded his 
keys and combination to the bank. 
Upon his refusal, he was shot and 
taken back to the bank where he was 
compelled to open the safe. After ob- 
taining the money, the slayers drove 


away with Perry, and left him to die 
by the roadside. 


Trial Lasted Two Days. 


The trial of Waller lasted two days, 
today’s sessions rendered sensational 
by the refusal of Simpson and Mor- 
row to testify unless the state would 
consent to a reduction of their sen- 
tences from death to life imprison- 
ment. The solicitor declined to meet 
the terms and the pair did not take 
the stand. Morrow was to have tes- 
tified for the state while Simpson had 
been summoned for the defense. 

A crowd of spectators was in the 
courtroom when the jury’s verdict was

UN TWO CHARGES 


Griffins and Heath Also 
Named in True Bills Fol- 
lowing Alleged Abduc- 
tion and Shooting. 


Fred Fair, a fugitive, was indicted 
Tuesday by the Fulton grand jury on 
a charge of kidnaping Mrs. Kittie EI- 
len Heath. A second true bill charged 
Fair with carrying a pistol. 

Mrs. Heath, just returned from 
Tampa, Fla., where she said Fair had 
forcibly taken her, related her story 
of the affair to the grand jury. 

For two weeks she lived with Fair's 
sister at Lakeland, Fla., Mrs. Heath 
said, adding that she slipped away 
on hearing her brother, BE. L, Griffin, 
was at liberty and therefore able to 
aid her in returning to Atlanta. 

Shortly after the alleged kidnaping 
on July 5 Mrs. Heath's estranged hus- 
band, her brother and cousin shot 
John Zink, a neighbor of Fair’s, 
thinking he was the latter man. Zink 
is recovering. 

E. L. Griffin, J. R. Griffin and 
W. QO. Heath were indicted for as- 
sault with intent to murder. Both 


Griffins are at liberty under bond, but 
Heath is held for alleged violation of 


old probation restrictions. 

Mrs. Heath told the solicitor’s of- 
fice that Fair had induced her into 
his automobile under threat of her 
life, subsequently ordering her to 
make no outcry, write no letters or 
leave his sister’s house. 

Mrs. Heath, a woman of about 30, 


refused, with a trace of annoyance to 
(liscuss the case with newspapermen, 
saying she was convinced that too 
much had been said already. 
Questioned directly, she negative- 
ly shook her head, repeating her de- 
sire to .“‘keep out of the papers.’”’ 
She furnished the solicitor’s office 
with an address in care of her broth- 
er, who resides at a Lakewood camp. 


CANADIAN ADMITS 
SLAYING MOTHER 
AND THREE OTHERS 


Edmonton, Alberta, July 24.—(7)— 
Vernon Booher, 22, farmer’s son of 
Mannville, Alberta, has confessed, the 
police said today, that he killed his 
father, his older brother and two hired 
men on his father’s farm July 9. 

The youth was quoted as saying he 
shot his mother and brother because 
of “mother and Fred’s constant nag- 
ging of me about a girl I am crazy 
about. I had it planned for some 
time.” 

The hired men, according to the po- 
lice, were slain when they approached 
the house after the first killings.

Reports Say Deposed La- 
bor Leader Flew to Bor- 
der; Agrarians Ask 
Leader Be Avenged. 


Mexico City, July 24.—()—Re 
ports received in New York city that 
former Secretary of Labor Luis Mo- 
rones had been wounded July 15 could 
not be verified tonight. Morones’ 
whereabouts were unknown and those 
ordinarily close to him were either 
ignorant of where he was or chose to 
conceal their knowledge. 

Innumerable reports concerning him 
have been circulating for the last few 
days, including one that he had es- 
caped to the United States in an air- 
plane. If any attacks have been made 
on him they have been kept secret. 

An intimation that in addition to 
demanding the removal of all members 
of the labor party from the govern- 
ment, agrarian leaders did not expect 
President Calles to remain in office 
as provisional president was seen in a 
statement of the Obregon leader, An- 
tonio Soto y Gama tonight. 

Asked if provisional presidency 
would be given Calles, Soto y Gama 
replied : 

“A constitutional president who con- 


tinues in power as a provisional pres- 
ident directly violates the constitution 
which prohibits re-election.” 

This was construed in some quar- 
ters as agrarian opposition to the de- 
mand already formulated that the 
president continue in his post for an- 
other two years. 

On the other hand, Ricardo Topete, 
leader of the Obregon bloc in con- 
gress which controls that body, has 
placed himself on record that either 
Calles or Aaron Saenz, governor of

Her whistles screaming, her hull 
trembling from the task and her twin 
funnels belching smoke and flames, 
the newer, finer, and larger boat loom- 
ed through the twilight a winner by 
two lengths after two hours and 25 
minutes of excitement such as the old 
river had not seen for years: 

The scene took old-time river men 


back 50 years to the old racing heydey 


of the middlewest on the Ohio and 
Mississippi, to the day when the Rob- 
ert E. Lee set the present record for 
the run from New Orleans to St. Louis 
and beat the Natchez by six hours—

Mell R. Wilkinson, Chair- 
man of Special Citizens’ 
Committee, Says Plans 
Are Unsatisfactory. 


The Nashville, Chattanooga and St. 
Louis railroad’s plans for extension 
of the Union station in Atlanta, as 
made public Monday by the state pub- 
lic service commission, are apparently 
“entirely inadequate” for a city the 
size of Atlanta, according to Mayor 
I. N. Ragsdale in a statement issued 
Tuesday after he had made an ex- 
amination of these plans. 

The statement by the mayor on the 
heels of an announcement by~Chair- 
man James A; Perry, of the state pub- 
lic service commission, that a hear- 
ing of arguments both for and against 
the proposed improvements will be 
held by the commission August 2. 
Chairman Perry said he had invited 
Mayor Ragsdale, other interests in 
Atlanta connected with the proposed 
improvement and people throughout 
the state to attend the session sched- 
uled for 10 o'clock on the morning of 
August 2. 


Mayor Assails Plans. 
The mayor was strong in his state- 


ment that the plans, as submitted, ap- 
parently are inadequate to serve a 
city like Atlanta. 

“After checking over some of the 


deails of the plans I find that some 
features of the deevlopment are not 
even adequate for smaller cities in 


Georgia, much less a city that is one 
of the most important on the entire 
railway systefh served by the rail- 
road and its allied ‘lines.” 

Discussing. some of the details the 
mayor continued: 

“From an examination of detailed 
specifications of the proposed improv- 
ed depot facilities at the Union Sta- 
tion in Atlanta, there is unmistaka- 
ble evidence of a hurried considera- 
tion; as well as undesirable conclu- 
sions. Among the more important 
unfortunate proposals in the plans 
submitted ig§the fact that the white 
and colored people will buy tickets 
from the same window and use the 
same lobby in waiting or going to and 
from the ticket window; another sur- 
prising proposal is the fact that only 
one stairway will be available in 


reaching all tracks. In other words, 
the same confusion attending one in 
going to and from trains as hereto- 
fore experienced will be continued, 
with the usual dodging, climbing, and 
crawling process so long experienced 
by the traveling public. In this re- 
spect, it is perhaps true, that in the 
elevation under the proposed improve- 
ments this condition will be aggravat- 
ed on account of having to go from a 
higher to a lower elevation. 

“The facilities for both white and 
colored appear to be very much out 
of line for a city of Atlanta’s propor- 
tion. By way of comparison, the col- 
ored waiting room of the Central of 
Georgia passenger depot at Barnes-

Agrarian groups in various parts of 
Mexico today took up the demand of 
‘their leader that “all labor influences” 
be removed from the Mexican govern- 
ment. 

In several parts of Vera Cruz and 
other states in the south agrarian 
demonstrations occurred, speakers de- 
manding that the followers of Moro- 
nes be ousted not only from the cabi- 
net but from congress as well. At 
the same time in the capital, Soto y 
Gama and Aurelio Manrique repeat- 
ed their charge that the labor union 
organization and the labor party, in 
both of which Morones was the guid- 
ing spirit, were “psychologically re- 
sponsible for General Obregon’s as- 
sassination.” 

So insistent were the agrarian lead- 
ers that Obregon’s enemies were mor- 
ally responsible for the crime that 
they declared they did not even ask 
for the death penalty for Jose De Leon 
Toral, the actual slayer. 

“We regard Obregon’s assassin as a 
personage who was controlled by su- 
perior outside forces,” said Manrique. 
“We do not demand his death but we 
do demand justice and we believe this 
can be achieved most quickly by re- 
moval from the government of those 
labor leaders whose anti-Obregon ac- 
tivities created the atmosphere for the 
mad act of the assassin.” 


Point Out Two Courses. 


Soto Y Gama declared his belief 
that President Calles “is convinced 
that the only way to assure tranquil- 
ity to the country is to absolutely 
eliminate from the government every 
director of the nefarious members of 
the labor group.” MHe said that the 
government must choose between the 
people, who spoke their minds over- 
whelmingly when they elected Gen- 
eral Obregon president, and the labor 
group.

laws. All white electors who are democrats 
and qualified to vote in oe general elections 
who in good faith will pledge themselves to 
support the democratic candidates for all 
offices to be voted-on this year are hereby 
declared Ts to vote in said primary 
(and the act 6f voting in said primary shall 
constitute the aforesaid pledge).’’ 

Rule 5, which fixes the qualification of 
candidates, provides that: 

‘‘No person shall be deemed a candidate 
in said primary unless he is legally quali- 
fied to hold the office for which he an- 
nounces, is a valid members and adherent 
of the democratic party in both state and 
national politics, and pays the assessments 
hereinafter prescribed, by the time herein- 
after named og 

Mr. Steele, whom you are seeking to op- 
pose in the primary, had a conference with 
me shortly after 1 made the statement that 
you were clearly disqualified as a candidate 
for more reasons than one, and that I 
thought the committee would so hold, and 
he stated to me that as a great many more 
people vote in the primaries in Georgia than 
usually yote in the general election he hoped 
the committee would allow you to run with- 
out making the point of disqualification, 
for the reason that he, Steele, did not want 
to represent tlre people of ‘this district un- 
less a clear majority of the people of the 
district wanted him as their representative. 

So far as I am personally concerned, al- 
though I have not deviated in the slightest 
from my position as to your disqualification, 
I am willing to be governed by the ‘wishes 
of Mr. Steele, who is the candidate, and you 
can run in the primary and call yourself 
anything you want to; but I want you to 
know that. my personal views have not 
changed in the least. 

Criticizes Record. 

It is a very strange thing to me that you 
accepted the nomination under a democratic 
administration in 1918 and served from 
March 4, 1919, to March 4, 1921, under the 
administration of President Woodrow Wilson 
and in accepting that nomination you knew 
as a democrat that Mr. Wilson had vetoed 
the Volstead act and that it was passed 
over his veto. Incidentally I happened to 
vote to pass it over his veto, And as a 
matter of fact you know that during your 
whole term as’a congressman from this dis- 
trict no serious effort was ever made on 
the floor of the house or senate. to repeal 
the Volstead act. And you further know 
that the election of Governor Smith would 
no more jeopardize the future of prohibition 
in this country than did the wonderful demo- 
eratic administration of Woodrow Wilson; 
and that you are simply using this argument 
in a district that you occasionally visit 
about election time, for the sole purpose of 
scaring the sober-minded people of this dis- 
trict into voting for you for congress. I 
have no doubt that for the past six months 
you have prayed night and day for the 
nomination of Al Smith in order that you 
might have some feeble excuse for offering 
yourself to the people of the fifth district 
as a candidate for congress. 

In this connection I may say that I have

Adjustment of the Chinese situa- 


tion is regarded as one of the most 
vital objectives of administration poli- 
cies at the moment both for diplo- 
matie and economic reasons. 

| Diplomatically, the United States 
has always regarded the friendship of 
China as a highly important element 
of its position in the Orient as this 
would be a governing factor in any 
difficulties in the Pacific. . 

Vast Undeveloped Market. 

Economically, China represents a 
vast undeveloped market for manufac- 
tures, which makes the good-will of 
the Chinese people an important eco- 
nomic asset to the United States. 

Tremendous expansion of machine 
production in America requires new 
foreign consumption outlets, Great 
Britain and Germany have similar 
need for new sales areas. Japan has 
adopted a policy of economic penetra- 
tion which already has given Japa- 
nese capital an important place in 
Chinese industrial development. In 
such competition, good-will on the part 
of the Chinese will be a useful advan- 
tage. 

Nothing has caused so much hos- 
tility among the Chinese as the un- 
equal treaties. The nation which 
takes the initiative in wiping them 
out will be the recipient of genuine 
gratitude.

As a fairly average individual, one 
of @*he hundreds of thousands who 
have become aviation enthusiasts dur- 
ing the past 12 wonths, I am learn- 


ing to fly and am writing and draw- 
ing my experiences for The Constitu- 
tion. 

I'll go through everything from the 
ground school and the first practice 
hop to the final “‘solo” flight. 

Even the most famous fliers had to 
go through these first experiences, had 
to learn their “A, B, Cs.” = 1 intend 
to get an idea of what they*faced. 

All these men spent hundreds of 
hours in the air before they attempt- 
ed the feats which made them famous. 
But I have a hunch that those first 
ten hours were like the famous “first 
ten years” of the war, probably the 
hardest and most exciting. 

“Flying’’ School Had No Planes. 

To begin, I started wrong and wast- 
ed several tedious weeks. Not know- 
ing any flying men, I answered a 
well-written magazine advertisement 
and enrolled in a school which had 
impressive new executive offices in 
downtown New York. Their stenog- 
raphers were evidently picked by Mr. 
Zeigfeld, that part of their equipment 
was A-1. But after three weeks of 
fooling around in a ground school, 
which had no equipment except the 
salvage from a wrecked wartime train- 
ing plane, and getting promises every 
day of a- flying field and training 
planes “in a few more days,” I be- 
came disgusted. 

The upkeep o: the impressive office 
had been so heavy the outfit couldn't 
pay for any planes or lease a field. 

Many of the students in my class 


paid this company from $500 to $800 
in cash for their courses. Some of 
them were low-salaried clerks or me- 
chanics who had been saving for the 
tuition for several years. 

I went to the aviation editor of a 
metropolitan newspaper. He told me 
that such “bloomer” schools are pop- 
ping up over the country like flowers 
in the spring.

us looked up, he told me, 
Ready to Fly. 

He sent me out to the Newark- 

Elizabeth Airport in New Jersey, 


where there was a flving school with |

Out there, I found Fred Reich, the 
head of the school, dressed in blue 
overalls, driving a steam roller. over 
a rough corner of the field. I had 
to climb up on the roller and talk 
with him. His “executive office’ 
wasn’t so impressive but there were 
some silver and blue Waco biplanes 
at 
yellow plane ready to be assembled 
in the hangar. After three weeks of 
that other “ground school,’ they 
looked good to me. 

“Fill out this application to the 
department of commerce for a stu- 
dent pilot’s license,’’ he said. “You'll 
have to take a physical examination 
for flying. Get that over with, come 
out to the field tomorrow and you 
can start your preliminary work. We 
are setting up another training ship 
for some of you boys to bust. If 
you start tomorrow maybe you'll get a 
whack at it before they wash it out. 
See you tomorrow.”

Barrage of 1928 Poll 
Campaign on August 22 


Albany, N. Y., July 24—H)— 
From the towering east steps of the 
state capitol Governor Smith will tell 
the country, at twilight on Wednes- 

_day, August 22, just where he stands 
on campaign issues. The date for his 
notification ceremony, which will get 
under way at 7 p. m., eastern daylight 
time, was fixed today. 

Around and below the democratic 
presidential nominee on the high stone 
tier and in the adjoining park it is 
expected a crowd, perhaps numbering 
more than 100,000, will be massed. 
Through a radio network, embracing 
about 100 stations, his voice will be 
carried to the far corners of the na- 
tion and éven across international 
boundaries, 

Governor Gives Out News. 

Uncertainty as to the exact time 
for the ‘notification, which will come 
after those for Herbert Hoover and 
Senator Curtis, the republican stand- 
ard-bearers, ended when Smith him- 


self announced that difficulties in ob- 
taining clear time for a nationwide 
radio hook-up had been cleared away. 

It is the governor’s custom to give 
out news concerning his plans direct 
to newspapermen at a daily press con- 
ference. Today after the cigars had 
been passed a reporter led off with 
the question which for days haa 
brought @ negative response: “Any 
notification plans?” “Yes,” Smith re- 
plied, as from behind his desk he smil- 
ed and shifted his cigar. “It will 
be Wednesday, August 22, at 7 p. m.” 

“Regardless of Weather.” 

Regardless of weather conditions it 
is the plan to go ahead with the 
ceremony four weeks from tomorrow 
evening. If it rains, the notifica- 
tion probably will take place in the 
assembly chamber, where the nominee 
spent years of his executive career. 
and on four occasions in midwinter 
has taken the oath of office as gover- 
nor. That hall is scarcely large enough 
to accommodate the notification com- 
mittee, Smith’s family and _person- 
al friends, distinguished guests and 
newspapermen, but radio arrange- 
ments would not be upset and the 
country could listen-in just the same. 


Speak for Hour. 


Although he has not put his ae- 

ceptance speech into writing, Gov- 
, ernor Smith figures that it will take 
him an hour to carry out his promise 
to ‘treat adequately all campaign is- 
sues, including prohibition and farm 
relief. He calculated that the notifica- 
tion speech of Senator Pittman, of 
Nevada, who will head the official 
committee, will take about 15 min- 
utes and that a like period will be 
reguired for “incidental business,” 
making the entire time for the cere- 
mony an hour and a half. 

The nominee had no detailed infor- 
mation as to the radio hookup, hav- 
ing left those arrangements to lieu- 
tenants in New York. It was said, 
however, that approximately 90 sta- 
tions would be in the network, 68 of 
them under the jurisdiction of the Na- 
tional Brosdecasting company, the oth- 
ers affiliated or independent stations. 


Second in Albany. 


The Smith notification will be the 
second to be held in Albany. Grover 
Clevelaud having been apprised here 
of his selection as the democratic 
presidential nominee, 44 years ago, 
while he was governor of the state. 
That ceremony, in 1884, when there 
was no radio to carry the acceptance 
speech far and wide, was held near 
the executive mansion.

Church Membership Totals 


:: CATHOLICS INCREASE 20 PER CENT IN 10,YEARS _ :: 


Reported by Census Bureau 


Washington. July 24.—(4)—The 
membership of the Roman Catholic 
church in the United States totaled 
18,604,850 persons in 1926, an in- 
crease of nearly 20 per cent over the 
total membership of ten years before, 
which was reported as 15,721,815. 
The figures were made public today 
by the census bureau as a part of its 
regular decennial count of religious 
body membership. 

Catholic churches in 1926 numbered 
18,939 as compared with 17,375 in 
1916, 

Census returns for a number of 
the larger Protestant denominations 
have been announced by the bureau 
for 1926, but are still incomplete and 
such large groupings as the southern 
Baptist convention have yet to be 
enumerated. 

A total membership of 4,080,777 
was reported for the Methodist Epis- 
copal church for 1926 with 26,130 
churches as compared with 29,515 
churches and 3,717,785 members in 
1916. The Methodist, Episcopal church 
south had 18,096 churches and 2,487,- 
694 members in 1926 as compared 
with 19,184 churches and 2,114.479 
members in 1916. The northern Bap- 
tist convention in 1926 had 7,612 


churches and 1,290,488 members 
against 8,148 churches and 1,232,135 
members in 1916. 

The Protestant Episcopal church for 
1926 reported 7,299 churches with 1,- 
858,966 members while in 1916 it was 
credited with 7,845 churches and 1,- 
092.821 members.: . 

The Presbyterian church in_ the 
United States of America for 1926 re- 
ported 8,947 churches and 1,894,030 
members, against 9,639 churches and 
1,611,251 members in 1916. 

There were 5,257 Congregational 
churches with 901,846 members in 
1926 against 5,868 churches and 791,- 
274 members in 1916. 

The negro Baptist church in 1926 
had 22.082 churches and 3,196,823 
members while in 1916 it had 21,071 
churches and 2,938,579 members. 

The Disciples of Christ had 7,648 
churches and 1.377.595 members in 
1926 against a 1916 church total of 
8,396 with 1.226.028 members. 

All of the Protestant denominations, 
the bureau explained, have a number 
of federated churches in which two or

TOBACCO FIRMS 


MAY RESCIND GUT 


New York,, July 24—)—Wall 
street heard today that the reduction 
in the wholesale price of cigarettes 
which was put in effect last April 
shortly would be rescinded. 


Officials of leading cigarette manu- 
facturing companies expressed no sur- 
prise at the report, but would state 
only that they “could say nothing 
about it.” 

When the reduction from $6.40 to 
$6.00 per thousand became effective 
on April 23 and 24 on products of the 
American Tobacco, P. Lorillard and 
R. J. Reynolds companies, it was said 
that stimulated demand was expected 
to make up any loss in revenue, but 
that the companies might be forced 
to curtail their advertising expendi- 
tures. Production in the first few 
months of the year was reported as 
14 to 56 per cent above that for the 
corresponding period of 1927. Sub 
sequently the Lorillard company an- 
nounced it was enlarging the force at 
its Richmond, Va., plant and the Rey- 
nolds company announced it was put- 
ting on a night force to operate until 
such time as it was able to expand 
its equipment. 

To the man in the street the price 
reduction meant the possibility of ob- 
taining the three more popular brands 
of cigarettes at a price of two pack- 
ages for 25 cents, although not all 
retailers established this rate, explain- 
ing that the reduction was not, suf- 
ficient. Many stores, however, cut 
prices to the “two for a quarter” 
level, hoping thereby successfully to 
meet the growing competition of chain 
grocery and cigar stores.

Health Talks 


BY DR. WILLIAM BRADY. 


UNHYGIENIC CLOTHING AND 
VARICOSE VEINS. 


The other day I told of the influ- 
ence of natural (abdominal) breath- 


ing in preventing the development of 
varicose veins in the lower levels. I 
made. as strong a case as I could 
against the bad habit of breathing 
with one’s chest. Given good hygiene, 
particularly relating to clothing, it 
is best, I believe, never to give one’s 
breathing or the manner of breathing 
a single conscious thought. But since 
so many of us, especially girls and 
women, prefer the fashion of the mo- 
ment to any consideration of hygiene, 
it becomes necessary in many cases 
to give the type of breathing some at- 
tention in order to correct bad habits. 
Thank heaven, no one has intro- 
duced a pleasant’ substitute for 
breathing. One may have his sweat- 
ing done for him, hire a substitute 
to take exercise for him, even buy 
massage or tonics or something to 
make his blood circulate, but thus 
far everybody has to do his own 
breathing willy-nilly. True, we have 
breathing machines, nifty 1929 mod- 
els ‘n’ everything, but the machines 
are really so dangerous and unsatis- 
factory that we can manage much 
better without them even in dire cmer- 
grencies, and now they’re sold mainly 
to the hick trade, town boards where 
purchasing agents have a high regard 
for their own medical knowledge. 
When it seems imperative to make a 
dead man or an apparently dead 
man breathe we can do it better 
with our hands than with any ma- 
chine. With our hands we compress 
the subject’s belly upon the ground. 
One should do all one’s breathing 
with one’s belly, so far as conscious 
direction of breathing is concerned. 
Instead of striving after large «chest 
expansion one should. practice free 
belly expansion. By belly I mean the 
front wall of the abdomen. The ab- 
domen is a cavity. (Belly is the onlv 
term the language has for it. It is a 
proper word when properly used. It 
is Improper only when wrongly ap- 
plied to signify abdomen or stomach.) 
Girls and women are more dis- 
posed than’ boys and men to varico- 
sities, by reason of their unhygienic 
clothing, I believe. They should prac- 
tice abdominal breathing a few min- 
utes every day. This little health hab- 
it has brought relief to thousands of 
young women for needless functional 
difficulty or disability. This abdomi- 
nal breathing exercise was introduced 
ten years ago by Dr. Clelia Duel Mo- 
sher, health adviser to Stanford uni- 
versity women. Dr. Mosher recom- 
mended it principally for the fune- 
tional difficulties so many girls and 
young women with poor or no physi- 
ical education have., I have relayed 
Dr. Mosher’s suggestion to a great 
many young women readers and from 
their comments on the effects of the 
habit I am sure it is a valuable one. 
Purely on theory I recommend the 
same exercise to anyone who has 
varicosities anywhere below the mid- 
dle of the body. 
The Mosher habit: Undress or re- 
move all restricting clothing. Lie on 


, your back, with knees drawn un, Rest 


your right hand on your belly. 

Take a slow, deep breath, and try 
to see how high you ean lift the 
hand by the expansion of your belly 
as you draw in the air. 

Hold the breath a moment, then 
slowly expire, and try to see how low 
the hand will fall with the sinking of 
the belly as you expel the air through 
nose, or nose and mouth if your nose 
is not normal. 

Repeat from 20 


to SO times at 


each seance. Avoid all jerky or hasty .

Why do so many people regard 
fear as cowardly? Why is it that 
appeals to fear are so seldom 
heard from preachers? Is it not 
fear which restrains us from evil 
doing? I was so taught as a child 
and I owe much to my teachers. 
Fear is an almost universal feeling 
and those who are said to be without 
it are not necessarily our wisest guides. 
Besides, many who feel no fear for 
themselves feel it for their loved ones,

peace, for the terrors of war. Few 
are exempt from its qualms. They 


dominate thought and action and feed 
on the excuses they invent. 

Yet, as you suggest, fear has certain 
moral uses. It protects hope against 
illusion and evokes caution in critical 
surroundings. By its aid the prudent 
forsee danger and safeguard them- 
selves. It entails self-discipline as 
well as preparedness and bids us brace 
resolution to meet emergencies. 


It may sound paradoxical to say 
that fear is allied to courage, never- 
theless this is true. He is the genu- 
inely brave man who deliberately cru- 
cifies the fears that haunt him in 
order that he may square his action 
to his needs. On the other hand, 
without fear courage frequently de- 
generates into mere rashness and ill 
consequences follow. 

But though fear is beneficial as a 
servant, it is an unscrupluous mas- 
ter. Those who yield to‘its tyrannies 
multiply their distress and when it 
monopolizes them their manhood is 
eclipsed. Self-destruction occurs daily 
solely due to.the panic wrought by 
fear. It builds a gloomy prison house 
around the soul it controls and fills 
it with darkness and terror. For this 
reason it is discounted by the pulpit 
silence you mention, and also because 
many moralists and theologians look 
upon it as a low source of motivation. 
Yet it can not be obliterated except 
by the faith that easts out fear, and 
the love in whose hallowing light its 
dreadful shadows melt away. 

Preachers, parents and _ teachers 
should insist that when rightly han- 
dled the fears we experience register 
for our well being and warn it of im- 
pending perils. The distinction be- 
tween the abject, slavish fear which 
is sheer cowardice and the honorable 
fear’ due to reverence for the facts of 
life and the ominous significance of 
wrongdoing must always be kept stead- 
ily in view.

Methodist Leader, Judge S. B. Adams, 
Urges Heed of Bishop Candler’s Advice 


Editor Constitution: Permit a 


Methodist layman who for quite half 
a century has manifested, he hopes, a 


real interest in the Southern Meth- 
odist church, to indorse most heartily 
and unreservedly the position of Bish- 
op Warren A. Candler, which has re- 
cently been expressed in your col- 
umns, concerning the participation of 
its representatives in partisan poli- 
tics, 

In my judgment, Bishop Candler is 
preeminently a sane and safe adviser. 
I have never met a brainier or a bet- 
ter man, and certainly his devotion 
and service to his church cannot be 
questioned “by the most extreme dis- 
senter from his views. It will be a 
sad day for the church when the coun- 
sels of Bishop Candler are unheeded. 


It is regrettable when bishops of 
the church appear at a public meeting 
to indorse a particular ticket, whether 
their excuse for oppositon to the dem- 
ocratic nominees for president and vice 
president be that the head of the 
ticket is “wet,” or is a Roman Cath- 
olic, or is a member of Tammany, 
or what not. The fact is in the re- 
cent Asheville public meeting two 
bishops of the Southern Methodist 
church expressed a purpose to vote 
for the republican ticket and advised 
others te vote for this ticket as 
against the democratic ticket, with 
the hope and expectation that their 
representative positions would help 


the republican ticket. If this be not 
entering into partisan politics and util- 
izing their official position to aid 
their efforts, I do not understand 
what would be. 

It ,is not difficult for preachers to 
defend their public advocacy of a 
ticket by ascribing a moral reason for 
their position. But, whether their 
excuse be genuine or not, the fact is 
they enter into partisan politics when 
they do as they have done recently at 
the Asheville meeting. 

I am gratified to learn, as I have 
done by a letter from Bishop Can- 
dler in response to a congratulatory 
lettersfrom me, that he has “received 
hundreds of letters from leading lay- 
men and leading«preachers approving” 
his article. ‘These letters indicate 
that a large number of preachers and 
laymen are alive to the evil tendency 
to involve the church in partisan pol- 
itics. 

Gentlemen who take the church into 
partisan politics do not help them- 
selves, or their real influence, ani 
do a decided disservice to the ehurch. 

It has heretofore been the boast 
of Southern Methodism that, unlike 
the northern church, it has kept ont 
of partisan politics and regarded 
strictly the letter and the spirit of 
the declaration of the Master when 
He announced that His kingdom was 
not of this world.

In conducting his friends through 
the war library at Stanford university 
Mr. Hoover evinced a personal pride 
in the collection of 150,000 volumes 
and more than a million and a half of 
documents which he has obtained 
from all corners of the world. Some 
of the books and documents have not 
yet been released for publication, hay- 
ing been given with the understanding 
that the release dates would extend 
over a period of from ten to forty 
years, 

The nominee says this library is by 
far and away the most complete in 
the world. Besides dealing with the 
war itself, it is rich in material 
concerning one of the most dramatic 
events of the struggle, the overthrow 
of the Russian government by the 
bolsheviks. The documents dealing 
with the establishment of the soviet 
government were obtained by Mr. 
Hoover from the soviet while he was 
in charge of Russian famine relief 
after the war. 

Library Is Famous. 

Historians from all parts of the 
world visit Stanford to study in this 
library, and twenty of them now are 
here pursuing their research work. 
One interesting thing about the li- 
brary is that it contains a complete 
file of every important newspaper in 
the world during the war _ period. 
These include the soviet papers pub- 
lished in Russia, as well as German, 
French, Italian, British, —Austro- 
Hungarian, American-and other news- 
papers. 

The collection of the library has 
cost close to a million dollars to date, 
and the work is still going forward 
with exchanges of documents with 
other countries. The library has an 
endowment of about $500,000.

of ground, tons of machinery, the 
productive labor of thousands of men, 
to imitate what nature has done in 
the stem of the plant or the branch 
of the tree. And too frequently he 
makes a bad job of it.” 

Herrick said fermentation offered 
among other things a potential solu- 
tion of the farm waste problem.

Sees Loss in End. 
“We will find this practice by the 
republican management more appar- 
ent @s the campaign progresses,’ he 
said, “but in the end we will throw 
the sunlight upon their campaign and 
weaken whatever influence they have 
heretofore been able*to exert.” 
Despite this republican campaign, 
the Mississippi senator said, “there is 
no doubt about the south remainimsg 
true to the democratic party.” He 
predicted success for the democratic 
ticket. 
“It looks as if the democratic party 
has as fine a chance of success this 
year asin a generation,” he said. 
“Governor Smith’s popularity is con- 
fined to no section and every tendency 
points to victory in November.” 
The Mississippi senator said of the 
south, that “it may be in certain 
states in that section that a more mili- 
tant campaign will have to be organ- 
ized in order to increase the majori- 
ties, but that is what we will do.”

Seattle, Wash&°July 24.—(©)—Gov- 
erument contredi[@f mining to prevent 
a “disastrous situation” in the indus- 
try was suggested by Dr. George Otis 
Smith, director of the United States 
geological survey, in a paper prepared 
for delivery today before the Ameri- 
can Bar association convention here, 
Dr. Smith also is president of the 
American Institute of Mining and 
Metallurgical engineers. 

“In recent years the mineral in- 
dustry seems to have grown too fast,” 
the paper said. “The American habit 
of ‘stepping on the gas’ has brought 
the mizeral industry close to the 
danger line. 

“Since 1890 the value of the an- 
nual product of the mines of this coun- 
try has increased better than eight- 
fold—from 650 millions to 5 1-2 bil- 
lions of dollars, while the population 
has about doubled. The four largest 
branches of the mineral industry, 
which supply iron, copper, bituminous 
coal and petroleum—the bone and 
sinew and the energy of all other 
American industries—have increased 
their annual output nearly tenfold as

LaCoste Will Not Play 
In Forest Hills Meet 


French Star’s Action Seen As Shot Back at 
Officials for Action in Tilden’s Case. 


Auteuil, France, July 24.—(AP)—The - second tennis sensation 
within a week broke out today when Rene Lacoste, champion of the 


United States and. England, announced that he would 


not defend his 


American title at Forest Hills this September. 


Officially Lacoste’s surprising an- 
nouncement was in no way con- 
nected with Bill Tilden’s disbarment 
from the Davis cup challenge round 


but the general interpretation, placed 
upon it here is that this was the 
French reply to the United States 
Lawn Tennis association, 

Lacoste’s decision was made known 
at the Roland Garros stadium here 
where he met and defeated his coun- 
tryman, Jean Borotra, in speedy fash- 
ion, 6-2, G-1, for the championship 
of Paris. He simply said he had de- 
cided not to accompany the other 
members of the French team when 
they Jeave next month to play in the 
American tennis fixtures, including 
the national title tourney. Rene in- 
sisted he had made up his mind some 
time ago and that his determination 
had nothing to do with the dropping 
of Tilden. 

By defaulting Lacoste will lose a 
chance to win the American singles 
championships outright this year as 
he has gained two legs on it by tak- 
ing the title in 1926 and 1927. His 
final round dvel with Tilden Jast year 
drew a capacity crowd and a big gate. 

Both French and American tennis 


prec had hoped this struggle might 


be repeated at Forest Hills this year. 
Several thousand spectators who 


watched the tennis here today saw 
Lacoste at his best, playing as nearly 
perfect tennis as the world has seen. 
Borotra is a great net player but his 
attempts to storm the barrier today 
in the teeth of Lacoste’s marverlously 
placed drives met dismal failure.

Amsterdam, July 24.—(#)—Com- 
mander Theodore Van Beek, doughty 
young skipper of the liner President 
Roosevelt, home of the American Olym- 
pians, is getting as big a thrill out 
of the visit to Amsterdam as any- 
body aboard the vessel.

Jones 
gave everything he had to win that 
matech—and he won it. The next day, 
against Francis Ouimet, the big flame 
had burned him out and the young 
Georgian was a tired and _ listless 
player, an easy victim. His mental 
attitude against Wright and Ouimet 
was entirely different. Tunney’s 
mental attitude against Dempsey and 
Heeney have been entirely different. 
This next battle is for Tunney largely 
a personal affair. It is just a fight 
he wants to win, but it isn’t a fight 
that has kept him wrought up to any 
unusual pitch. It hasn’t absorbed 
the major portion of his system. 
Dempsey was one thing—Heeney was 
another—taken as certain goals to 
be gained. 


The Heeney Attitude. 


If Tom Heeney had known the 
same blazing flash against "Tunney 
that Tunney held against Dempsey, 
the challenger would have a far bet- 
ter chance than many have conceded 
hint, 

In the way of mental attitudes. 
Heeney and Tunney are about alike 
for this next fight. The sturdy Anzac 
isn’t the type that gets keyed up. A 
fight for him, championhip or other- 
wise, is just a fight. He has been 
walking on velvet for a year. If he 
wins—great., If he loses—well, he is 
a small fortune ahead of any goal he 
had dreamed about a year ago. 

Heeney will, of Course, give all he 
has toward winning this contest. He 
has put full reliance upon a tough. 
strong body and a stout heart. These 
are not to be taken lightly. But 
Heeney, on the mental side, isn’t com- 
ing to this contest as Tunney came 
into the ring with Dempsey. He hasn't 
been inwardly on fire. There have 
been few challengers more placid 
about any heavyweight championship. 

A good, stiff punch in the nose has 
been known to change mental atti- 
tudes before—and it can happen 
again. 

It isn’t often that one sees as much 
nerve control as Tunney and Heeney 
carry. Tunney has made a study of 
handling his nervous system through 
eliminating worry. Heeney has never 
been inclined to let anything worry 
him to any extent. He has taken the 
breaks of life as they happen to come, 
and, rough or light. has kept on 
marching. With all his courage and 
stamina and aggressiveness, a little 
more of the inward flame wouldn't 
have hurt him a bit. 

Last September Dempsey told a few 
of his friends the day of the fight 
that he believed he could catch Tun- 
ney by the seventh round and knock 
him out. Everyone knows how close 
he came to calling the turn. Dempsey

If you are a reader of the daily press, you have doubtless seen that 
Mr. Gene Tunney, proud possessor of the heavyweight boxing crown, 1s 
going to give Tom Heeney, one of his Brittanic majesty’s loyal subjects 


a chance to wear that particular head gear. 


The scene of the attempted 


coronation will be the Yankee stadium and the date Thursday night. 


On the eve of such gigantic epochs 
in the sport world, everyone, includ- 


ing sport writers, is supposed to get 
in a highly excited condition. Some 
go so far as to make predictions. 

After wading through the reams 
and reams of copy that the experts, 
near-experts and far-off experts have 
written concerning this impending 
broil and then having dug up out of 
memory several glaring cases where 
the experts, near-experts and far-off 
experts were something like 100 per 
cent wrong on many notable occa- 
sions, one is inclined to treat the opinh- 
ions with far less dignity than they 
probably deserve. On the eve of the 
impending carnage, most of those who 
profess to make a_ study of such 
things and who have been in close 
touch with the training activities of 
both fighters, lean to the opinion that 
Tunney is taking very little chance 
of losing his crown against the man 
from “Down Under.”

race. 

But on careful thought and looking 
at the matter in cold retrospect, it 
would certainly appear that the ex- 
perts, near-experts and far-off experts 
are dead right for once as concerns 
the outcome of the Thursday hight 
engagement.

All know that judging from pre- 
vious performances Tunney has the 
challenger outclassed as to ring gen- 
eralship, boxing skill and punching 
power, Both are said to be i good 
condition. 

On the face of things, it should be 
one of the most one-sided fights the 
ring has seen in many years. The only 
real ray of drama that looms on the 
otherwise drab horizon is that Tun- 
ney, who must have been solely goad- 
ed by the taunts that have been cast 
in his direction concerning his inabil- 
ity to put the slumbering portion to 


.opponents, may decide to make his 


critics eat their words by tearing in 
and trying for the K. O. punch. 
Good Chance for Kayo. 
Personally, I can’t see where Tun- 
ney has a chance of losing on points 
and little of being knocked out. His 
defense, even should he jeapordize it 
somewhat by boring in and trying for 
a K. O., is good enough to withstand

Leaves Rest Behind.

Stock Readjustment Expected 
To Be Short-Lived By Wall 
Street Experts—Money Holds 
Firm With Call Rate at 51-2 
Per Cent. 


Nev York, July 24.—Call money 
again renewed at 51-2 per cent, with 
banks calling $10,000,000 to noon. 
Time money remained unchanged at 6 
per cent for all periods. 

Like the stock market, the bond 
market continued to mark time until 
further ahead can be seen in the 
money market. 

There is more than one way of look- 
ing at the new high record bond and 
stock listings for the first half of this 
year just reported by the New York 
stock exchange, with the total at 
$3,578,000,000, using only round fig- 
ures, against $2,924,000,000 for the 
corresponding period of last year, 
$2,866,000,000, for the first six 
months of 1926, and $1,817,000,000 
for 1925, One is, that in issuing the 
flood of new bonds and stocks the 
first half of this year for refunding 
or for raising additional working cap- 
ital, corporation managers, foreign 
countries and our own government 
were making the most of the unprec- 
edented interest. being shown by the 
big outside American public in the 
bond and stock markets. 

The real basis of the record-break- 
ing 1928 bull stock market was wide- 
spread belief in a continuation of an 
abundance of easy money. It was al- 


most the end of the.first six months 
of 1928 before it was realized even 
in banking and corporation circles 
that a marked change had occurred 
in money market conditions. Continued 
unprecedented gold exports, together 
with continued expansion in stock ex- 
change loans and in the bank credit 
absorbed by dealers ef new securities 
brought about the change in the money 
market which in June began to be re- 
flected in the bond and stock markets. 
Since early in June there has been 
readjustment downward in stock and 
bond prices to conform to higher 
rates for money. At present time sen- 
timent in Wall street is badly mixed 
as to how far this downward re- 
adjustment in bond and stock prices 
will go to conform to changed money 
market conditions. 

In some quarters in the financial 
district here, it is believed that the 
readjustment will be short lived with 
an early return to an abundance of 
easy money; others are equally con- 
fident fhat there is considerable re- 
adjustment still ahead before a prop- 
er balance is reached between the 
money market and the market for 
stocks and bonds and that the longer 
this readjustment is postponed the 
worse it will be in the end.

Chicago, July 24.—()—Wheat 
prices tended upward most of the 
time today, whereas the corn market 
showed acute weakness. Big export 
sales of wheat were announced after 
the close Heavy liquidation sales 
were a depressing factor as to corn, 
with September and December deliv- 
eries reaching a new low price record 
for the season. 

Wheat closed firm at 1 5-8¢ to 
2 5-8c advance; corn 1-8¢e to 2 3-8e 
down; oats unchanged to 3-4 off, 
and provisions unchanged to 10c de- 
cline. 

It was estimated after the close 
that export sales of North American 
wheat today amounted to 3,000,000 
bushels. These purchases were main- 
ly Canadian wheat, but included some 
durum wheat for the United States. 
Meanwhile, export bids for domestic 
hard winter wheat. at the Gulf of 
Mexico were said to be on the best 
relative basis yet this season, as com- 
pared with contracts for further de- 
liveries in Chicago. The principal 
other strengthening influence as _ to 
wheat values here was the fact that 
the Liverpool market failed to reflect 
promptly yesterday’s sharp declfmes 
on this side of the Atlantic. 

Corn market weakness, which re- 
sulted in a transient downturn of} 6 
neta y 5c a bushel for September con- 
tracts, was responsible for temporary 
declines in wheat. On the other hand, 
some wheat crop advices from Can- 
ada today were less rosy than those 
which yesterday were current. Ac- 
cording to one Chicago expert, tele- 
graphing from Calgary, the wheat 
crop in southern Alberta seems to be 
going backward. 

Selling of 400,000 bushels of corn 
to go into storage here did a good 
deal to start liquidating sales of hold- 
ers of corn for future deliveries. Be- 
sides corn deliveries here today to- 
talled .430,000 bushels. Shipping de- 
mand meanwhile was not urgent, and 
weather conditions over the corn belt 
were construed as bearish. Commis- 
sion house buying, however, broadened 
after the extreme break in _ prices.

Richmond, Va., July 24.—()}—The 
Chesapeake & Ohio stockholders’ pro- 
tective committee has notified the in- 
terstate commerce commission that it 
will oppose any application the Chesa- 
peake & Ohio Railway company may 
make for permission to purchase Pere 
Marquette common stock at a price 
above $110 a share, it was learned 
from reliable sources here today. 

The Chesapeake & Ohio was given 
permission to acquire control of the 
Pere Marquette by the interstate com- 
merce commission, which at the same 
time denied the railroad the privilege 
of acquiring control of the Erie. The 
commission fixed the terms for the 
purchase of control of the Pere Mar- 
quette at a price not exceeding $110 
a share, The stock is now quoted 
considerably above $110. 

At the time of the original petition 
for the merger the Chesapeake and 
Ohio fad under option a substantial 
amount of the Pere Marquette common 
stock held by the New York, Chicago 
and St. Louis railroad, generally 
known as the Nickleplate, at a price 
of $110 a share. The option however, 
expired last July. 

It was also learned today that the 
stockholders’ protective committee in- 
formed the interstate commerce com- 
mission that even if the Chesapeake & 
Ohio is able to purchase some shares 
of Pere Marquette common at $110 a 
share, they will oppose such purchase

audience recalls that when Governor 
Nat E. Harris, the old war _ horse, 
the last of the Confederate veterans 
ever to hold the office of governor of 
Georgia, the father of Georgia Tech, 
brilliant lawyer, able statesman. emi- 
nent educator, sought a second term, 
Dr. Hardman came forward with a 
militant fight against him, and “his 
friends took the position that a man 
was not entitled to a second term, un- 
less his administration had been a suc- 
cess and warranted it.”

PUNISHMENT FOR U.S 
LAWYERS SUGGESTED 


Seattle, July 24.—(#)—American 
lawyers in Paris who have been 
charged by the National Association 
of Advocates of France with “morally 
reprehensible conduct” should be sum- 
marily punished by the French court, 
Silas H. Strawn, president of the 
American Bar association, said today. 

Strawn, who is in Seattle for the 
fiftieth anniversary convention of the 
bar association, said he had not yet 
received a protest which he understood 
was to have been sent to the bar as- 
sociation from the French organi 
tion. The action was taken 
three French ‘lawyers had been repri- 
manded and three others suspended 
from _ practice for having rushed 
American divorces through the courts 
of France. 

No action was taken against the 
American attorneys who were alleged 
-to have retained the French adyo- 
cates, 

“But the French courts can refuse 
to grant divorces to Americans when 
proceedings are irregular,’ Strawn 
said. ‘“‘We know there are these yul- 
tures who call themselves lawyers and 
who prey upon susceptible wealthy 
Americans 
vorces, but it is beyond the power of 
the American Bar association to for- 
cibly restrain them, It’s against our 
ethics, of course.”

a paper’ prepared by Raymond Moley. 
professor of public law at Columbia

Lorenzo Grace, 
Oldest Veteran 
Of Gray, Is Dead 


Lorenzo Dow Grace, conceded to 
have been the oldest living Confederate 
veteran, died Tuesday at the Confed- 
erate Soldiers’ home at the age of 114 
years, according to records at the in- 
stitution, which give the date of his 
birth as October 29, 1813. 

The aged veteran had been ill for 
ten days since he suffered a paraly- 
tie attack. The end came at 2:45 
o’clock Tuesday morning. Until his 
iIiness he was one of the most active 
inmates of the home and one of the 
most popular with visitors. 

Mr. Grace did not enter the home

ATLANTIC FLIGHT 
ORDERED HALTED 


Paris, July 24.—(/)—France has 
abandoned, for the time being at least, 
its joint navy and commerce depart- 
ment attempt to span the Atlantic 
from east to west by plane, accord- 
ing to a semi-official announcement 
made, today. 

The announcement was to the effect 
that Lieutenant Paulin Paris, who 
reached Horta in the Azores yesterday 
in his plane La Fregate, had been re- 
called and would return to France on 
the cruiser Ville D’ Ys. 

The fact that the flight of La 
Fregate had been interrupted by 
motor’ difficulties, necessitating re- 
pairs and replacement of parts, was 
given as the reason for abandoning 
the flight. It was explained that the 
flight was purely a scientific experi- 
ment to determine whether a_ mail 
route by way of the Azores and Ber- 
muda was practicable, and that the 
experiment had been spoiled by the 
delay. 

It is considered probable that the 
flight will be attempted later. 

The original plans were for Lieu- 
tenant Paris to atfempt the crossing 
and if he failed the second plane, pi- 
loted by Captain Rene Builbaud, in 
his place. Captain Builbaud, together 
with Roald Amundsen, and four oth- 
ers have been missing since they took 
the plane which the French office had 
prepared for the trans-Atlantic at- 
tempt into the arctic to search for 
the crew of the dirigible Italia. 


24 RESTAURANTS 
AND NIGHT CLUBS 
CLOSED IN GOTHAM 


New York, July 24.—“)—Twenty- 
four restaurants and night clubs in 
Manhattan and Brooklyn have been 
ordered padlocked by federal judges 
for violations of the Volstead act. Ten 
others were ordered to post bonds to 
guarantee obedience to the law. 

Of the 14 closed in Manhattan, 
seven were padlocked for one year and 
seven for six months. The Brooklyn 
places were closed for periods of two 
to six months,
